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DETAILED ACTION 


Claims 1-20 are pending for application 09/553,395 filed on 04/20/00. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Crawford, patent number 5,771,354. 

2. As per claims 1 , 9, 1 1 , and 20, Crawford teaches a method for operating a user 
station [customer computer, 50, Fig. 1] configured for communications with a multiplicity 
of independently-operated data sources via a non-proprietary network, comprising: 
a fetch function for receiving/fetching a first data object from one of the data sources; 
and a pre-fetch function for automatically pre-fetching a plurality of additional data 
objects of arbitrary type referenced by the first data object from respective other ones of 
the independently-operated data sources identified by information embedded in the first 
data object, [col. 60, lines 25-29 and col. 46, lines 1-6, col. 38, lines 19-23 and col. 36, 
lines 11-17, col. 58, lines 18-19, 24-26, Col. 2, 3, col. 14, lines 17-col. 15, lines 1-55, 
col. 30, lines 16-65] 
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3. Crawford teaches of a system allowing the customer to sign up for service over 
the first online Internet session, including establishing a customer identifier and 
associated password. Cravvford teaches a method receiving a fetch object from one of 
the data sources that enables the system to sent user information entered during the 
install process. Crawford also teaches automatically fetching updated data that is 
identified by information embedded in the first data object. Further, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill that Crawford teaches the code to implement the 
method. 

4. As per claims 2, 3,12, and 13, Crai/i/ford teaches a variation that the first data 
object and the plurality of data objects are graphical data objects and are not graphical 
data objects. [Note relevant paragraphs] 

5. As per claims 4 and 14, Crawford teaches wherein the first data object and the 
plurality of data objects are platform-independent data objects. 

6. As per claims 5, 6, 7, 15, 16, and 17, Crawford teaches inherently teach of a 
store function for storing the plurality of data objects on a storage medium at the user 
station. 

7. As claims 8 and 18, Crawford inherently teaches of storing metadata i.e. data 
about data.
